Tlie 
first  page  records  her  marriage  to  Charles  Jlenry  Gates  (guide  num- 
ber ri27),  and  the  second  page  gi\-es  her  name  and  record  with  that 
of  lie,  husband  as  the  head  of  a  family.  She  has  no  guide  number, 
as  her  line  is  not  carried  back.

An  appendix  is  added  which  contains  some  records  v.-hi:h. 
from  late  recei'pt,  want  of  proper  connectio'i.  or  otIk  r  such 
reason  could  not  be  put  into  their  ])rop(-r  place  in  the  work.  Trie 
initial  guide  number  of  these  records  will  shovv'  vdiere  they 
properly  belong",  and  facilitate  a  ready  iiuding  and  tracing  of 
the  line. 

We  have  also  a  number  of  records  v.  l\icli  lack  proper  cor.nec- 
tion  and  therefore  could  not  be  placed. 

It  was  at  first  proposed  to  give  all  the  war  records  whicli 
could  be  obtained,  bat  it  was  found  that  this  would  increase  tl;e 
time  and  labor  of  collection  and  ]n'cparavion,  and  would  SY.ell 
the  work  to  undue  proportions;  it  was  Llierefore  decided  to  cor.- 
f:ne  war  records  to  the  Revolutiona-y  War,  which  wordd  r.e  of 
value  to  descendants  wishing  to  join  patriotic  socieae.-.. 

The  numbers  attached  to  the  names  of  ascendant  tine  head- 
ing family  records  are  the  g^uide  numbers,  and  enable  ihe 
searcher  to  refer  to  that  particular  name  wiihout  trouble  or 
delay. 

Although  much  time,  extending  over  several  years,  has 
been  spent  in  collecting  and  arranging  this  data,  it  is  far  from 
complete,  and  no  doubt  there  are  many  errors  in  it.  It  is  hoped 
that  many  additions  and  corrections  will  be  furnis]]':'j,  and. 
these  will  be  carefully  preserved  with  a  view  to  the  issuance  at 
some  future  day  of  a  more  thorough  and  complete  record. 

Again  tendering  thanks  to  all  who  have  so  kindly  aided  \is. 
we  trust  that  our  effort  will  meet  a  cordial  reception.

Mr.  H.  S.  Nourse,  in  his  book,  "Eaklv  Rf.cords  of 
Laxcastkk,"  speaks  thus  of  Stephen  Gates  and  his  family: 

"The  Gates  blood  seems  to  have  been  of  decided  tropical 
nature.  The  daughter,  Mary,  very  boldly  contradicted  the 
minister  in  the  public  assembly.  Stephen  Gates  ({uaiTelled 
with  his  neighbors,  the  Whitcombes,  was  deprived  of  his  con- 
stable's sta(Y,  and  moved  a.way  from  Lancaster  after  less  than 
tJuve  years' residence.  He  died  at  G;iml")ri(''i.:'e  in  i66_',  aiid  his 
so  -IS  atten^pted,  without  success,  to  break  his  will,  ailegiiK'- 
iha'- their  father  was  not  of  disposing"  inind.''. 

I'his  "  tro]:)ical  nature"  of  the  Gates  blood  was  evident!}-  a 
heritable    element,    for    they  were  tlghters  in  the  Indian  ai-.d
